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It had however been given out by ſome Per- 
ſons that the Manager had taken D; 7005'S an- 
ſwering to the Encore, in very great Dun ngeon, 
and had threatened him with the Fotfeiture of his 
Sallary if he dared anſwer to the Encore. 

Upon this Play's being beſpoke, and this high 
Menace, which was a "Pre parative and a na- 
licious Propenſity to, inſult the Audience, who 
were therefore feputed to be Coun ty-Men.---- 
So that truly this was called b the Manager, 
a Faction in his Company, an d he accor divgly 
ordered it to be refolved in a Committee of the 
whole Houſe, that no Actor whatever from the 
hicheſt to the loweſt ſnou'd preſume to anfwer 
an Encore, and be it"felolvcd by the Authority 
aforeſaid, and be it entered in the Records of 
the Houſe, that whatever . Actor or Actreſs, 
ſhou'd preſume to anſwer an Encore tho* the 
whole World was the Audience, that he cr the ſo 
oftending ſhou'd be diſcharged. 

And be it further reſolved that the Reaſons of 


this Reſolution are to prevent fo untheatrical a 


Procecding, in an inſolent Audience from com- 
ing into Preccdent without the previous Conſent 
of the Manager.

Forbid that Nature, and forbid it Pride. Man- 
neger, Ma nager, Aanager were the interjective 
Excl:mations of near an Hour, but no Mana- 
ger wou'd appear, then the Wags in the Gal-

was alſo rejected. The Audience then thought 
to calm thote Fears and Apprehenfions fo natwal 
to the Law of whole Bones, bidding him come 
forth with Impunity; but he Was le th to venture 
Carcaſe and favourite lelt, to the keſentnicnt of 
Brick-bais. Whͤen the Audience had wid lone 
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Politeneſs ard more Patience fat, to try how 

long the obſtina Ade Montter you'd withſtand 

their Soicitations, and Coquette it againſt the 

Addrefies of five hundred Ladies, and as many 

Fellows. A Gentleman of Rank ſlipt from 

the Fit to the Stage to tempt the Prudery of this 
fair Obfinate, but to no Purpoſe. 

Next ſtept forth the Boatſwain of the Crew. 
with his Whiſtle, as dirty as a Tar Barrel, 
namely the renowned Ci, Knight of the 
Black-Wieg.,, and the doleſul Mzrard: impu- 
dently as his Maſter, preſuming that an Audi- 
ence which refuſcd to hear Digees would liſten 
to his paltrv Nonſenſe, they therefore ſaluted 
him with ſome Freedoms, and he was glad to 

off in 2 whole Skin. Then appeared the 
8 Manager, the redoubted Mr. S-2w--1, 
thiaking that he had to deal with the tame ſpi- 
rited Audience at London, but his lamentable 
Suit, and Features alſo were repulſed.
